Take  Notice:  All  persons  acknowledge  to  have  full  knowledge  of  these  terms  and  agree  to 
be  bound  hereby.  Bidders  shall  be  held  liable  under  these  Terms  and  Conditions 
of  Sale. 

The  Auctioneer  reserves  the  right  to  add  one  or  more  to  the  following  Terms  and  Condi¬ 
tions  of  Sale. 

1  DISPUTE  BETWEEN  BIDDERS.— The  highest  bidder  to  be  the  buyer,  subject 
to  the  terms  of  sale  and,  if  any  dispute  arises  between  two  or  more  bidders,  the  Auctioneer 
shall  either  decide  the  same  or  the  lot  in  dispute  shall  be  immediately  put  up  again  and 
resold.  The  Auctioneer’s  decision  shall  be  absolute.
